Augusta School Helping Hands box 
encourages community: “Take what 
you need, leave what you can

“Take what you need, leave what you can.” That’s the motto of the newly installed Helping Hands Blessing Box 
placed outside of Augusta Independent School. A blessing box is a structure filled with canned/non-perishable food and 
personal hygiene items and serves as a hub where people can leave items they wish to donate, and others can visit if they 
are struggling. The blessing box was started as a service-learning project by the fourth grade class at AIS, but it is up to the 
community to keep it running and successful long-term. 

Members of the fourth grade class check the box several times a week to see what items are missing, and refill it with 
items they have collected in a stockpile in the classroom. The students have noticed that the box is almost completely emp¬ 
tied every few days, and they become very excited when they find that people in the community have dropped off items 
that didn’t come from the classroom’s supply. One student, after helping fill the box stated, “I’m happy that we have the 
blessing box to help those in need, but it makes me sad to think that there is that many people in Augusta who might not 
have had food if the blessing box wasn’t here.” 

If you would like to help stock the blessing box, please place any canned or non-perishable food, personal hygiene 
items, or cold weather accessories in the box at any time, day or night, whenever you pass the box’s location on Second 
Street in Augusta in front of the school. Just because the box might be full when you stop by one day, does not mean it will 
be full the next. The fourth grade class has noticed that the following items are highly needed in the community: canned 
fruit and green vegetables, soup, canned pasta meals (like Chef Boyardee), canned meat and other protein items (chicken, 
salmon, tuna, beans, and peanut butter), bottled water/juice, and milk (shelf stable, dry, or evaporated). There is also a great 
need for personal hygiene items (soap, shampoo, deodorant, toothpaste/tooth brushes) and winter care items (gloves, hats, 
scarves). Please help stock the Helping Hands blessing box in any way you can, and if you are in need, feel free to stop by. 
Just remember its motto, “take what you need, and leave what you can.”

If you enjoy 
Christmas decorations, take 
some time to walk around the 
Memorial Trees in Augusta 
and Brooksville! These 
trees are beautiful all aglow 
at night! While we might 
not know everyone whose 
family has purchased a tree 
in their memory, we can 
appreciate their lives and the 
contributions they made during 
their lifetimes! Whatever 
you are doing, whether it’s 
shopping, wrapping, baking, 
sending cards, decorating, 
singing, working, etc., enjoy 
the moments and know that 
each moment is a gift that will 
never be repeated! Let’s all try 
to make many happy moments 
this Christmas Season! 

Recently we received 
some information from 
Kentucky’s Department for 
Energy Development and 
Independence outlining 12 
Days of Energy Savings 
to save you money for the 
holidays. Some of them 
have been mentioned before 
such as plugging electronics 
into power strips so that the 
devices can be switched off 
when not in use and to use 
this same device for plugging 
in Christmas lights! Lights 
can be easily switched off 
to save energy or taking that 
a step further, use timers to 
automatically regulate your 
Christmas lighting! Another 
high energy saver is to use 
LED strands of Christmas 
lights. With the use of LED 
lighting, a 6-foot tree can be 
lit for twelve hours a day for 
40 days for a cost of $.27 
cents compared to $10 for 
incandescent lighting for the 
same time period! Of course. 


the initial cost is greater, but 
according to this report, it is 
worth the extra up-front cost. 

Another tip that caught 
our eye was to empty your 
car after all your shopping 
trips because an extra 100 
pounds in your vehicle could 
increase gas costs by up to 
$.08 per gallon. Along with 
that, it is recommended that 
you should minimize the 
amount of time your vehicle 
idles and suggested that in 
the winter, you should start 
your vehicle and after idling 
30 seconds, drive off gently. 
Engines warm up faster being 
driven which allows the heat 
to turn on sooner, decreasing 
your fuel costs and reducing 
emissions. A report on energy, 
gov website stated that in 2014 
Americans drove 3.02 trillion 
miles which is the equivalent 
of 6.2 million round trips to 
the moon! This report went on 
to say that light duty vehicles 
account for more than 40% of 
U.S. oil consumption so most 
drivers want to use less gas 
to save themselves money, 
reduce pollution to improve 
the environment for everyone 
and this in the long run will 
give us more energy security 
as a country! 

A few other tips from 
the Energy Department were 
to use rechargeable batteries 
with an Energy Star rated 
Battery Charger because in 
the U.S. alone energy-efficient 
battery chargers could save 
families a combined total 
of $170 million annually; if 
purchasing TVs, computers, 
and other electronics this 
Christmas, ask for Energy Star 
devices that save anywhere 
from 30-65% more energy 
compared to those without 
the energy star rating; and one 
other energy saver is to use 
a programmable thermostat. 
While this is not a complete 
list, it gives us food for 
thought to incorporate along 
with our daily good habits 
of RECYCLING, REUSING 
and REDUCING to keep 
God’s earth clean, green and 
beautiful! Be seein’ you - Bin

Notice is hereby given that on December 6, 2017 Kentucky Utilities Company (“KU”) have filed an application with the Public Service Commission, Frankfort, Kentucky for approval of revisions in its Demand-Side Management and Energy-Efficiency 
(“DSM-EE”) program portfolio, as shown in KU’s Adjustment Clause Demand-Side Management Cost Recovery Mechanism (“DSM”) tariff and the resulting changes in its DSM Cost Recovery Component (“DSMRC”) charges. In its application, KU 
will notify the Commission that the revised DSM tariff sheets are proposed to become effective on and after January 5, 2018; however, because KU anticipates the Commission will suspend the proposed changes in the DSM tariff to conduct an 
investigation of the proposed changes, KU will ask the Commission to approve the proposed changes in its DSM-EE program portfolio and resulting charges under the DSM tariff to be effective on January 1, 2019.

KU proposes also to make available DSM-EE program to, and to apply DSM charges to, industrial customers. KU is also revising its definition of “industrial” for the purposes of DSM to include only those customers engaged in activities primarily 
using electricity in a process or processes that involve either the extraction of raw materials from the earth or a change of raw or unfinished materials into another form or product. KU is also proposing an opt-out for industrial customers’ meters 
serving energy-intensive loads, defined as any meter served under Rate TODP, RTS, or FLS. To be eligible to opt out, an industrial customer must state it has implemented cost-effective energy-efficiency measures not subsidized by other rate 
classes for the loads served by the meters to be opted out. Customers choosing to opt out eligible meters must submit an opt-out form to KU; properly completed and submitted opt-out forms will be processed and opt-outs implemented by the second 
full billing cycle following form submission. Opt outs will be effective indefinitely, though a customer may seek to opt back into DSM charges and DSM-EE programs for opted-out meters as soon as one year after opting out. Any opted-in meter or 
meter that serves load that has participated in a DSM-EE program may not opt out for at least three years after most recently opting in or participating in a DSM-EE program, whichever is later. 

In addition, KU proposes to include DSM in the Adjustment Clauses section of Rate FLS because such customers will now be able to participate in DSM-EE programs and be subject to DSM charges unless meters served under Rate FLS are opted 
out.

Center for Rural 
Affairs releases 
farm bill platform 

The Center for Rural Af¬ 
fairs has released its 2018 
farm bill policy platform, “A 
Farm Bill for Rural America.” 

Written by Anna John¬ 
son, policy associate, and Ru¬ 
ral Policy Program staff, the 
platform reflects more than 
40 years of on-the-ground 
work by Center staff, and in¬ 
put from farmers and ranchers 


across the country. 

“We need a farm bill 
which helps rural America,” 
Johnson said. “While a great 
deal of this work is done on 
the ground and in communi¬ 
ties, the overarching influ¬ 
ence of the farm bill on every 
facet of this work cannot be 
ignored.” 

The platform focuses on 
conservation, crop insurance 
reform; beginning, socially- 
disadvantaged, and veteran 
farmers; rural development; 


local foods; livestock; organic 
production; and nutrition as¬ 
sistance. 

“The Center’s farm bill 
priorities continue our de¬ 
cades-long work of addressing 
the real needs of rural commu¬ 
nities,” said Johnson. “These 
proposals will support family 
farms. They will preserve nat¬ 
ural resources for our children 
and grandchildren. They will 
create opportunity for the next 
generation of beginning farm¬ 
ers. They will foster rural eco¬ 
nomic opportunity. Congress 
has a responsibility to serve 
rural citizens through the farm 
bill, and these proposals offer 
a path for them to do so.”

In the Christmas Spirit... 



For the last few years, Ron O’Hair has been visiting 
stores around Christmas time and giving out dollar bills 
to children. He knows he could always donate some 
money, but says he enjoys doing it this way because he 
loves to watch the smiles and expressions on the faces 
of the children and their parents. He is shown recently 
brightening the day of one child at the Maysville Walmart.

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Farmers deserve at least 
some of the credit for reduc¬ 
ing pollutants in Kentucky’s 
water supply. 

That was one takeaway 
from the Dec. 6 meeting 
of the Tobacco Settlement 
Agreement Fund Oversight 
Committee in Frankfort, 
where farmers were praised 
for helping to lower the 
amount of nutrient pollutants 
like nitrogen and phosphorus 
in Kentucky’s water. 

Kentucky Division of 
Conservation Director Kim¬ 
berly Richardson compli¬ 
mented farmers and land- 
owners for implementing 
“best practices” that are help¬ 
ing to clean up the state’s soil 
and water. Over $147 million 
have gone into the agency’s 
state cost share program to 
help farmers and landowners 
improve soil and water qual¬ 
ity on Kentucky land since 
1994, she told the committee. 
Of that total, $126.5 million 
has come from Kentucky’s 
tobacco settlement agree¬ 
ment funds. 

“They are the original 
environmentalists,” Richard¬ 
son said of Kentucky farm¬ 
ers. “They want to pass their 
land along, they want to pass 
their waters along, and they 
want it to be better than when 
they got it.” 

Stream crossings that 
protect water from equip¬ 
ment and livestock, fencing, 
and restoration of pasture 
and hay land—especially in 
drought years, most recently 
in 2012—are among projects 
funded in past years. 

The Division of Conser¬ 
vation also provides environ¬ 
mental grants to the state’s 
121 conservation districts, 
Richardson said, while as¬ 
sisting landowners who need 
help complying with state 
Division of Water protocols. 
This fiscal year, at least 136 
environmental grants were 
approved, said Richardson. 

“Districts are able to 
come up with unique pro¬ 
grams for things such as soil 
testing, metal recycling— 
maybe it’s cover crops, river 
clean-ups, whatever becomes 
a local issue in your commu¬ 
nity” using the grants, said 
Richardson. She emphasized 
that the grants fund local pri¬ 
orities, not state or federal 
mandates. 

When asked by Sen. 
Robin Webb, D-Grayson, 
about federal funds for state 
conservation programs. 


Richardson sounded less 
than optimistic. She said her 
agency expects federal cuts 
as does the Natural Resourc¬ 
es Conservation Service or 
NRCS, a federal agency that 
provides technical assistance 
to her agency. 

“I think we’re going to 
be in general seeing a de¬ 
crease,” said Richardson. 
“We are working toward a 
couple of different avenues 
to address that loss of tech¬ 
nical assistance (from the 
NRCS).” One solution may 
come from the National As¬ 
sociation of Conservation 
Districts or NACD, which 
Richardson said is offering 
technical assistance grants. 

“We have one applica¬ 
tion in for that, and that looks 
to be some guaranteed fund¬ 
ing,” said Richardson. 

Kentucky has a conser¬ 
vation district for each of 
the state’s 120 counties, in¬ 
cluding each county in our 
region. The only county with 
two districts is Logan Coun¬ 
ty in southwestern Kentucky. 
Each conservation district is 
governed by a local board of 
supervisors, elected by local 
voters. 

Many of you have in¬ 
quired about whether a spe¬ 
cial session will be held this 
year to address public pen¬ 
sions. Under the state consti¬ 
tution, that call is left up to 
Governor Matt Bevin, who 
has repeatedly said he will 
call a special session ahead 
of the regular 2018 legisla¬ 
tive session scheduled to start 
on Jan. 2. However, many 
are doubtful that he will call 
a special session as time runs 
out on this calendar year. 

It seems safe to predict 
that there will not be a spe¬ 
cial session this year if the 
governor does issue a call by 
Friday, Dec. 15 or Sat., Dec. 
16. We will know for sure 
within days.
